It is 
now stated that the force which it was orig- 
ipally intended to send to quell the rebellion 
(10,000 men) will be dispatched at once. The 
insurgents are well armed and admirably of- 
gcered and the Ministers of the Sultan are 
advised by officers familiar with the dis- 
turbed region and its inhabitants, that 
prompt and vigorous measures are necessary 
to prevent a general uprising of the fanatical 
people which could only be put down at 
great cost of blood and money. 

There is a deep plot behind the uprising in 
the Province of Yemen, and it deeply con- 
cerns the Sultan of the Ottoman Empire. 
The movement was planned in Constanti- 
popie, and its real purpose is the dethrone- 
ment of the present ruler and the seating of 
Rachid Effendi, brother of the Sultan, upon 
the throne of Turkey. The plans of the in- 
triguers have been well laid, and they have 
many strong. and influental adherents 
throughout the Empire. The Sultan thinks 
far more of himself and Constantinople than 
the rest of the Empire. The natural con- 
sequence is discontent and disorder, before 
«hich such an administration as that of 
Turkey is powerless. 

The insurrection in Yemen, may yet bear 
fruit which will involve the nations of Europe 
in the settlement of the Eastern question. 
The great powers are watching develop- 
ments, and Russia will not permit the first 
opportunity for intervention to pass. So 
dispirited, disorganized and wanting in in- 
telligence have all the elements of the popul- 
ation of the Ottoman Empire become that 
they must accept whatever and whoever may 
be established in Constantinople. The con- 
centration of power and the incapacity of 
hose wielding it at the capital render the 
task of whoever is prepared to grasp it and 
rule Turkey comparatively easy. 

The population of the province where the 
rebellion is in progress is about 2,500,000 souls. 
It isthe chief division of Arabia and contains 
among other cities the British station of 
Aden.

AMERICA’S EXPOSITION. 


ARRIVAL OF THE UNITED STATES COMMISSION IN 
LONDON. 

Lowpon, July 16.—The Foreign Commission 
of the Columbian Exposition, consisting of 
Maj. Moses R. Handy of Chicago, Mr. A. F. 
Bullock of Massachusetts, ex-Congressman 
Butterworth of Ohio. Judge Lindsey of Ken- 
tucky and Mr. F. 8. Peck of Chicago, arrived 
at Southampton to-day by the Hamburg- 
American steamship Columbia. The com- 
mission is to present to the representatives 
of European Governments the plans and de- 
tails of the Exposition and will endeavor to 
enlist the support of foreign. manufacturers 
in the movement, 

Mr. Robert S. McCormick, the World's Fair 
Commissioner in England, and Mr. Jasper P. 
Bradley, the United States Consul at South- 
ampton, met the Commissioners on their 
arrival. The Commission then proceeded to 
this city. Mr. McCormick has already or- 
ganized the programme for their stay in 
town. The programme commences with a 
luncheon at Mr. McCormick’s residence to- 
morrow, Friday, when the United States 
Commissioners will meet the active members 
of the Royal Commission and will discuss the 
work to be done. On Saturday Mr. James 
Dredge, Editor of E and one of the 
members of the Royal Commission will give a 
dinner in honor of the United States Foreign 
Commission. The latter will pass Sunday at 
Richmond, visiting Kew Gardens and Hamp- 
ton Court Palace. 

Mr. McCormick on Monday will entertain 
the United States Commission at dinner, 
where they will meet the United States Min- 
ister, the Hon. Robert T. Lincoln, Consul- 
General John C. New, the Attorney-General, 
Sir Richard Webster, Sir Philip Cunliffe 
Owen, Mr. George Chubb, Director of the 
Naval Exhibition; Sir Henry Wood, Secretary 
of the Society of Artsand Secretary of the 
Royal Commission for the World's Fair; Sir 
George Birdwood, Sir Francis Bell, Capt. Sir 
Douglas Galton and others of the Royal Com- 
mission. 

Sir Richard Webster on Tuesday next will 
entertain the party at dinner in the main 
dining. room of the House of Commons. On 
Wednesday the United States visitors will de- 
vote their attention to the German Exhibi- 
tion, and on Thursday Sir George Chubb will 
give a dinner to the United States Commis- 
sioners and to the active members of the 
Royal Commission at the Naval Exhibition. 

The United States Commissjoners will spend 
Saturday and Sunday week in the country. 
They will be the guests of Sir Henry Wood. 
On Monday, July 27, the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, Sir Joseph Savory, gives a luncheon at 
the Mansion House in honor of the United 
States Commissioners. Upon. this. occasion 
the visiting Commissioners .will meet the 
leading merchants of the city of London, 
After July 27 Mr. MeCormick will accompany 
the United States Commissioners on a tour of 
the larger manufacturing towns of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


EFFECT OF THE AMERICAN COPYRIGHT LAW— 
EVENTS ABROAD. 

Loxpox, July 16.—The President of the 
Board of Trade, the Rt. Hon. Sir M. E. Hicks 
Beach, replying to a deputation from the 
Chamber of Commerce urging the amend- 
ment of the copyright act in order to permit 
the copyrighting of any book without com- 
pelling the author, native or alien, to reside 
in the Kingdom, provided the type isset ina 
country belonging to the international 
copyright union, said: The great mass of 
printing and publishing of England is quite 
outside of the operations ofthe new Amert- 
can copyright law. Only the book trade will 
be affected, which is not more than 5 per 
cent of the printing trade of the country. We 
shall shortly be able to see what the effect of 
the American copyright act will be. I do 
not think that the time for legislation has 
come. 


HAYTI’S REVOLUTIONARY LEADER. 

New Tonk, July 16.—The Haytien revolu- 
tionists, who were exiled to Kingston, Ja- 
maica, met in general assemoly June 29 and 
elected Gen. Anselme Prophete General-in- 
Chief of their forces. The new commander 
issued an address to the people of Hayti in 
which, after reciting Gen. Hippolyte’s recent

THE NATIONS POOR. 


Number of Paupers in the Alms-Houses 
of the United States. 


MARKED INCREASE OVER THE LIST FOR 
THE PREVIOUS YEAR. 


Statistics Perfected bu States as to Color 
and Nativity—Out-Door Dependents— 
Instructions Sent to Land-Office Of- 
ficials—Public Building Sites—The Case 
of Collector Clark. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 16.—The Census 
office has issued a bulletin on the subject of 
paupers in almshouses in 1890, showing a total 
of 78,045, as against 66,208 in 1880. These are 
divided according to sex and color as follows: 
Number of males, white, 37,387; number of 
males, colored, 8.354; number of females, 
white, 26,191; number of females, colored, 
8,118. ' 

In the number of colored persons given 
above are included 16 males and 20 female 
Indians, and 12 male and 1 female Chinese. 

The ratio of alms-house paupers to the to- 
tal population was 1 to 758. The present ra- 
tio is 1 to 857. This is a very marked relative 
decrease. The alms-house system is not 
keeping pace with the growth of the popula- 
tion atlarge. The decline in the ratio is due 
to the very much smaller number of paupers 
cared for in alms- houses in the North At- 
lantic Division, where there has been not only 
a relative but disproportionate decrease in 
number. 

In respect to nativity, not including the 
colored paupers, who may all be supposed to 
be natives, except the 18 Chinese, of the 
66,578 white paupers, 86,656 are native born, 
27,648 foreign born and the place of birth of 
2,274 is unknown.

OFFICE—CAPITAL NOTES. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 16.—Commissioner 
Carter of the General Land office issued in- 
structions to registrars and receivers in the 
new States, North Dakota, South Dakota. 
Washington and Montana, giving directions 
and prescribing rules and regulations for 
making selections of land granted to each of 
these States under the act of Feb. 2, 1889, and 
Feb. 28, 1891. The aggregate amount of land 
granted under the acts is 2 000,000 acres. 

Special Agent Windom has recommended 
the property at the corner of High and Mar - 
ket streets, Akron, O., offered by the Union 
Club for $10,000,asthe site for the public 
building at that place.

ARMED FOR BATTLE. 


Free Laborers Drive Out Cenvisis ta the 
Tennessee Coal Fields. 


STATE TROOPS HURRIED TO THE SCENE 
OF THE CONFLICT. 


Origin of the Labor Troubles in the Brice- 
ville Region—The Governor Goes Out 
to Auoll the Disturbance—Threatened 

Strike of Railway Employes in France 
Monongahela Miners. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 16.—Gov. Buchanan 
and Col. Granville Sevier left the city at 8:54 
o’clock last night for Briceville, where yes- 
terday morning the armed free laborers 
drove the convicts and guards from the Ten- 
nessee Coal Mining Co.’s mine. During last 
evening Adjutant-General Norman tele- 
graphed the Lookout Mountain Guards and 
Moerlein Zouaves of Chattanooga and the 
Knoxville Rifles to be in readiness. Capt. 
Woolford replied for the Lookout Mountain 
Guards, saying he would have forty-five men 
under arms. Capt. Simms of the Moerlein 
Zouaves answered, putting the number of 
available men at forty. Capt. Patton of 
the Knoxville Rifles said he had forty men 
under arms. Two extra coaches were at- 
tached tothe morning train out of Chatta- 
nooga forthe accommodation of the militia. 
The Stone River Guards and the Washington 
artillery have been ordered to stand in readi- 
ness. Twothousaad rounds of ammunition 
went down on the train with the Governor 
last night. 

Some time ago the Tennessee Coal Mining 
Co which works mines in Anderson County, 
requested thata troop of forty convicts be 
sent to their property. The party went to 
Briceville, where the necessary barracks for 
their accommodations were, but the miners, 
to the number of over3001, had got wind of 
their coming and took charge of the whole 
party, marched them back to Coal Creek, 
where they were loaded on the cars and 
shipped to Knoxville. This coal company has 
had much troublein securing miners at the 
prices they pay for mining coal and the pres- 
ent situation grows out of their attempt to 
— the striking miners with convict 
abor. : 


GENERAL RAILWAY STRIKE, 


FRENCH EMPLOYERS PREPARING TO MEET A 
THREATENED TIE-UP. 

PARIS, July 16.—In anticipation of the gen- 
eral railway strike, which was decided upon 
at a large meeting of the railway employes in 
Paris last night, the managers of the railways 
affected have for some days past been devot- 
ing their attention to engaging the services 
ofevery available man to be found along 
their respective lines to fill the places which 
may be vacated. In an interview last even- 
ing one of the railway officials informed the 
correspondent that, having ascertained ap- 
proximately the number of men who would 
obey the callto strike, he was prepared to 
say that the company could fillevery vacancy 
left by a strike within three hours. On the 
other hand, the leaders of the disaffected 
men, aware of the steps the officials have

to oppose the threatened move of the opera- 
tors.

This will likely be refused by the 
workers and another strike of the 6,000 
miners Is likely. 


THE SALTON LAKE. 


Its Source Believed to Have Been Located 
—Eftects of the Flood. 


Yuma, Ariz., July 16.—Cleone Martinez, a 
well-known cattleman, arrived last evening 
from Cocopat Placers, Lower California. He 
reports an immense body of water running 
through Hardy’s, Colo., into the desert. 
Martinez is familiar with that section and 
says should the channel be cut a little deeper 
the water from the Gulf of California will 
find an entry into the desert. He reports 
four breaks from the Colorado River. One of 
the next importance is Algadones, forty-five 
miles below Yuma, which is running a big 
stream of water by way of Cook’s Well and 
Alamo Mocha into the Salton basin. Martinez 
passed Hardy’s, Colo., the 1th, and says all 
the breaks and crevasses can be repaired or 
shut off by the use of piling and levees. He 
reports scarcely any water in the river below 
Hardy’s, Colo. Cocopat Indians arrived to- 
day assert that the main channel will run 
through Algandones Orevasse, following the 
edge of the sand hills and following through 
by way of Cook’s into the desert. 


REPORT OF AN EXPLORING PARTY. 

Saw FRANCISCO, July 10.—The source of the 
Salton Lake is now settled. The water comes 
from the Colorado River, and a newspaper 
party has just come into Salton from Yuma, 
having made the whole distance in a boat. 
They report that the Colorado River had 
broken through the western banks at several 
points, the original breaks being about 
twenty miles from Yuma. This overflow filled 
a large basin bounded by the Southern Fa- 
cific track on the northeast, by the Colorado 
River on the southeast and by a ridge 
of hills some distance south of Salton on the 
Northwest.

BATTLE WITH A BULL. 


A Farmer Gored and Trampled by the 
SYRacusE, N. Y., July 16.—Mr. Walter 
Shattuck, a farmer near here, has had run- 
ning in his pasture a 8-year-old bull. On 
Monday the bull began rushing up and down 
the fence line of the pasture bejlowing at the 
passers-by. When Mr. Shattuck, armed 
with a strong club, started to drive the anti- 
mal back, it turned and attacked him. It 
knocked him down and stood over him, 
treading his body with its hoofs and trying 
to gore him. Mr. Shattuck’s wife and 
daughter saw the attack and ran 
to his rescue, daughter 
arrived her father 
in grasping with one hand the ring in the 
bull’s nose and with the other the animal’s 
tongue. He called to his daughternot to 
come near, but to run back to the barn fora 
pitchfork. The wife now reached the scene, 
and pluckily grabbing the animal by the 
horns aided her husband to direct the brute’s 
blows away from his body and into the 
ground. Mr. Shattuck, who was stillon his 
back undble to rise, was by this time nearly 
stripped of his clothing. Blood streamed 
from his face, where a horn had gored him. 
His chest was a mass of bruises, two ribs 
were broken and his limbs were badly lacer- 
ated by the animal’s trampling. It had 
been at least twenty minutes since the 
terrible fight began when the daughter ar- 
rived witha pitchfork. She thrust its tines 
through the ring in the bull’s nose and into 
the ground. Then, with all her strength, 
she held the infuriated animal’s head to the 
ground while the mother dragged the father 
from beneath the brute’s hoofs. But before 
Mr. Shattuck had succeeded in regaining his 
feet the animal gavea lurch, the steel ring 
broke from his nose and he was once more 
free. Then for an instant the three stood 
expecting his onslaught. Had it come upon 
them in theirexhausted condition it must 
have resulted in the death or maiming ofall 
three of them. But for some reason the an- 
imal hesitated. It looked at them dubiously 
for a moment, then turned and walked away. 
Mr. Shattuck was so badly injured that seri- 
ous doubts are expressed as to his recovery.

WHAT THE CHILIAN INSURGENTS EX- 
PECT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Their Movements Watched by Spies of 
Balmaceda—Treatment of the Oongres- 
sional Party by the American Press 
The War Promises to Be a Very Long 
One. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 16.—It is reported 
here that Senors Moutt and Varas, the repre- 
sentatives of the Chilian Congressional 
party in Washington, have concluded that 
the official and social atmosphere of this city 
is too chilly for them and they will seek in 
the effete monarchies and new republics of 
the East the recognition that has not been 
accorded to them here. This is the state- 
ment made bya gentleman closely associ- 
ated with the Congressional age nts, who has 
been summoned within the past few 
days toconsult with them here. He with- 
holds his name from publication through fear 
that his family, yet in Chili, would suffer 
were it known that he has taken sides 
with the insurgents. He is an American by 
birth, acitizen of this country, but a life- 
long resident of Chili, where his sons have 
held positions of honor and trust under the 
government. 

The correspondent had called to see Senor 
Moutt, but that gentleman was engaged, 
and he was referred to the gentleman in 
question as one having full knowledge 
of the work of the Congressional 
representatives. I would not be surprised,’’ 
Said he, if Senors Moutt and Varas would 
soon leave the United States. They are thor- 
oughly disgruntled and disgusted with their 
reception here. They complain that they 
have been shunned and ignored. 

RIGHTS OF THE REVOLUTIONISTS.

Ineffectual Attempt at Rescue by Their 
Escort—Lightning’s Work During a 
Thunderstorm at Westchester, Pa.— 
Steamer Wrecked in the Bay of Bengal 
—Other Casualties. 


PITTSBURG, July 16.—A series of accidents 
happened at Rankin Station near Braddock, 
Pa., yesterday and last night whereby five 
persons living in the same building were 
either killed or fatally injared. 

Yesterday morning David Bell, aged 29 
years, employed at the Carrie Furnace, and a 
boarder at the house of Chas. McGrattin, left 
for his work. He did not return for supper, 
and at 7 o’clock last evening his naked body 
was found floating in the Monongahela 
River. He had been drinking hard of late 
and it is not known whether he was acci- 
dentally drowned while swimming or com- 


mitted suicide. 

Two hours later a lamp exploded in McGrat- 
tin’s dwelling and two of his children, Robert 
and Charles, aged 7 and 10 years respectively, 
who were sleeping atthe time, were burned 
up with the house. 

This morning about daylight, Harry Rowe 
‘and Peter Knee, who boarded with McGrat- 
tin, went tothe ruins to look for some of 
their effects. While searching in the debris 
a brick chimney fell on them, almost instant- 
ly killing Rowe and fatally injuring Knee. 
The men were about 30 years of age and

BREMER RESIGNS. 


Dr. Bauduy’s Chief Rival Leaves the Mis- 
souri Medical College. 


AN EXCITING FACULTY MEETING DI8- 
CUSSES THREE VACANT CHAIRS. 


Dr. Bauduy Decides to Withdraw and 
Changes His Mind-A Resignation 
Which Was Tentative—Dr. Todd’s Hos- 
tility to Dr. Simon Brings About a 
Quarrel That Was Nearly Serious. 


Dr. J. K. Bauduy and Dr. Ludwig Bremer, 
the two most eminent neurologists of the 
city, have again met in pitched battle, and 
this time Dr. Bauduy wiped out old scores. 
Dr. Bremer has resigned from the chair of 
physiology in the Missouri Medical College, 
taking instead an honorary position, and Dr. 
Bauduy remains in the faculty. 

The two physicians have 
daggers’ polnts for years. and 
the quarrels between them, bit- 
teror dignified, have been again and again 
before the public. They have opposed each 
other in the medical society and privately 
until their rivalry was quite as notorious as 
that of the houses of Capulet and Montague. 
Their last encounter was a victory for Dr. 
Bremer. Dr. Bauduy was the physician to 
St. Vincent’s Insane and Inebriate Asylum, 
and wanted an assistant, when several 
years ago the work of the hospital 
began to be exacting. He looked around for 
a man to whom he could trust his case, and 
chose Dr. Bremer, who was just then becom- 
ing widely known for successful treatment of 
nervous diseases. Dr. Bremer made a repu- 
tation with the manager ofthe asylum in a 
very short time, and in two or three years he 
had become as great as Dr. Bauduy. A short 
time more found him practically a 
rival of Dr. Bauduy. Differences 
of opinion became quarrels and there were 
collisions. Atlast Dr. Bauduy stepped out 
and Dr. Bremer remained in full charge of 
the asylum. Dr. Bauduy never forgave Dr. 
Bremer that. 

For years they have both been members of 
the faculty of the Missouri Medical College. 
The Missouri is a college which holds to the 
three years’ course of study, while 
most of the others graduate 
their students in two years. Dr. Bauduy’s 
chair was that of nervous diseases, and Dr. 
Bremer held that of physiology and path- 
ology. Dr. Bremer was not satisfied with 
his place, and now and then his friends said 
something about his succeeding Dr. Bauduy. 
The members of the faculty tried to please 
both of the great physicians by sending to 
each of them some of their cases of nervous 
diseases to treat and as usual succeeded 
in pleasing neither of the two. Dr. Bremer 
was the most dissatisfied, and the faculty, 
knowing how valuable the two names were to 
the college, were anxious to keep them both 
interested in the prosperity of the institution. 
So matters stood at the close of the last ses- 
sion.

HOW THE TROUBLE STARTED. 
Keating Bauduy,

Up to that time Dr, 
the son of the senior 
acted as his father’s assistant 
in the chair of nervous diseases. When the 
session closed, the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons offered Dr. Keating Bauduy the 
chair of nervous diseases, vacated by Dr. 
Charles N. Hughes, who had left the college 
to take the same chair with the Marion-Sims 
College. The young doctor accepted the 
chair in the face of the expressed disapproval 
of the faculty of the Missouri. One of the 
faculty said to a friend of his: 

‘‘I’ve no doubt that now all the faculty 
secrets oi the Missouri will become known to 
the college of P. and S., and I shall be more 
careful hereafter how I talk in Dr. Bauduy’s 
presence. 

This remark was repeated among physi- 
clans till it got to Dr. Bauduy’s ears, and he 
was very angry at once. 

„My son and I never talk about faculty mat- 
ters outside the meetings,’’ he said, ‘‘and in 
the future we shall hear as little of each 
other’s college business as if we were strang- 
ers. The man who has said this is going 
out of his way to make trouble.’’ 

This accusation was rankling in Dr. Bau- 
duy’s mind when he wrote to the 
faculty meeting held after his 
son’s resignation, and said he had 
chosen a successor to his son as his assistant. 

„Who is it?’’ asked the Dean, Dr. P. G. 
Robinson. 

Dr. Wm. H. Simon, a very good physician 
and a hard worker,“ replied Dr. Bauduy. No 
comment was made at once and Dr. Simon 
would have been chosen without objection, 
when Dr. Ohas. Tod interposed. He said with 
a display of earnest feeling, that he did not 
want Dr. Simon in the faculty and would 
vote against him. Dr. Bauduy resented the 
objection by leaving the faculty meeting and 
sending his resignation for his chair tothe 
board before it ended its session. The faculty 
was taken back but the doctors were not 
willing toadmit that the college could not 
get along without Dr. Bauduy. 
It was suggested that Dr. Bremer 
could de induced to take the 
vacant chair, and ons of the faculty was 
chosen to see him and ascertain his position. 
He was seen and said that he would take the 
chair. Dr. Bauduy heard of this. His resignation 
had not been acted upon by the faculty. 
When the next meeting was held, thé one at 
which Dr. Bremer was to elected 
to the chair of nervous 
a letter from Dr. Bauduy was 
handed Dean Robinson, The doctor said that 


pn 


he wanted to withdraw his resignation, That 
a shock for the doctors, and 
adjourned without electing Dr. 
As soon as this came to 
the doctor’s ear, he sent in his resignation. 
This one had no string to it, as some of the 
members of the faculty found when they 
called on him to induce him to 
withdraw it. The faculty then held 
another meeting, and elected those doctors 
to fill Dr. Bremer’s place to his great delight. 
Dr. I. H. Whelpley, Dr. H. I. Brooks and Dr. 
N. A. H. Rohifing are the new members of 
the faculty. 
GAVE HIM TOO MUCH WORK. 

This is the story as it is told by the doctors 
who are not directly interested in the medi- 
cal colleges of the city. The physicians who 
dislike the Missouri faculty because 
of its opposition to the two years 
term, say that Dr.Bremer was less influenced 
by the Bauduy affairthan by a desire to get 
away from the ideas of the faculty. He 
is said to have told a friend 
that he was heartily tired of 
medical college associations in general. He 
himself said to a reporter to-day that he re- 
signed because the chair put too much work 
onhim. ‘‘Ihave other things to do,’’ said 
he, and I wanted to resign a year ago.“ 

He was asked about the Bauduy story, 
and shook his head, smiling. ‘‘I know noth- 
ing of what they did in their faculty meet- 
ing. said he. 

Dr. Bauduy was seen. He left a patient in 
his office, and frowned when the subject was 
broached,

faculty, said he, ‘‘and I’m going to stay 
there. 

But you sent in your resignation, did you 
not?’’

WOULD NOT CONFER 


Mr. Niedringhaus Refuses to Receive a 
Committee of Strikers. 


HE WILL TALK TO THEM ONLY AS IN- 
DIVIDUAL WORKMEN. 


President Weihe of the Amalgamated 
Ironworkers Arrives, but Fails to Com- 
promise the Rolling Mill Strike—He 
Discusses the Situation—Pay of the 
Shearers the Cause of the Trouble. 


Wm. Weihe, President the National Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel Work- 
ers, arrived in the city last night, and to-day 
made an effort to compromise the trouble 
at the Niedringhaus rolling- mil by 
having a committee of the strikers 
wait on Mr. Niedringhaus and 
confer with him. The attempt was a failure, 
as Mr. Niedringhaus refused to receive the 
committee or have any dealings with them as 
representatives of their union. As a result, 
the strike is as far from a settlement as ever. 

Mr. Weihe was in conference with the 
strikers all morning at their hall on Four- 
teenth and Angelrodt streets. After having 
a talk with the men, he advised the appoint- 
ment of a committee tocall on the superin- 
tendent of the mill and endeavorto arrive at 
some agreement whereby the troubles could 
be settled. The committee visited the 
mill and had a talk with Supt. 
Harris. They explained matters to 
him and said they wanted to have a confer- 
ence with the firm. 

A CONFERENCE ARRANGED. 

After atalk which seemed satisfactory to 
both sides .t was arranged that the commit- 
tee should call on Mr. F. G. Niedringhaus at 
the main office of the works at Second street 
and Cass avenue and see if some understand- 
ing could not be arrived at whereby their 
differences could be settled. After see- 
ing Mr. Harris and before calling on 
Mr. Niedringhaus the committee returned 
to their hall and reported to the convention 
the result of their conference with Supt. 
Harris. The men were very much pleased 
and when the meeting took a recess shortly 
before noon they allcame out with smiling 
faces, feeling assured that the strike was 
about to terminate. It was agreed that Pres- 
ident Weihe should accompany the commit- 
tee on its visit to Mr. Niedringhaus and see 
if he could not arrange mat · 
ters satisfactorily. He and the mem 
bers of the committee proceeded 
direct to Mr. Niedringhaus’ office; it being 
understood that the local lodge should meet 
again at 8 o’clock this afternoon to hear the 
committee’s report of the conference, 

REFUSED TO SEE THEM. 

When the committee entered the St. Louis 
Stamping Co. 's building where Mr. Niedring- 
haus has his office the ex-Congressman re- 
fused to receive them in his private office at 
all, and walking outside into the general 
office informed them that as a committee 
they could not confer with him at all. 
He would not recognize them as a 
committee, but if they came as 
individuals in search of work he would talk 
to them. As the men did not want to confer 
except as a committee, notalk was had by 
them with him. They spoke for a while with 
Mr. Wm. F. Niedringhaus and then left the 
building. President Weihe did not enter the 
place at all, it having been agreed that he 
should remain near at hand, so that he could 
de called upon in case be was needed, but 
that the committee should first attempt to 
fix up the matter without his assist- 
ance, As Mr. Niedringhaus would not con- 
fer at all, there was DO occasion for 
calling on the President of their Association. 
The rolling mill owner told the members of 
the committee that he would mever sign an- 
other scale of theirs. 

PRESIDENT WEIHE TALKS. 

President Weithe was seen by a Posr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter after the committee had been 
refused an audience. Mr. Weihe’s headquart- 
ers are at Pittsburg, Pa, He is a man of 
most striking appearance, being a physical 
giant.

How much he 18 
saving by this operation we do not know, but 
it may amount to $10 or $12 a day, 
and $10 a day for 300 days 
would be $8,000.

the Niedringhaus mill just that much ad- 
vantage over other mills. When we fixed 
our present scale of wages five large sheet- 
plate manufacturers were in the conference 
and agreed to the scale with- 
out a murmur. Now as a 
matter of self- protection the other manufact- 
urers want us to make the Niedringhaus mill 
live up tothe scale and pay their shearers 
the same as other mills do. Olause 9 
of our rules on sheet workers’ 
scale of wages reads: ‘Shearmen shall 
receive one-fifth, the same to be paid by the 
roller.“ The one-fifth referred to is one- 
fifth of the earnings of a roller 
and his force, Mr. Niedringhaus 
says he has improved shears which 
enable the men to get out more work. That 
is true, but so have other milis got them and 
they pay the scale. Where a man has ma- 
chinery that does away with labor 
we allow him tor the hands he 
does away with, but he must 
pay what hands remain the full amount 
called for by the scale for men holding their 
positions. 

NOT OPPOSED TO PROGRESS. 

Our association never stands in the way 
of progress, andany manufacturer who can 
invent machinery for doing away 
with labor will reap the benefits of 
genius. Ihave heard that Mr. Niedringhaus 
does not shear all his sbeet iron, but stamps 
some ofitout. Thisis one thing we wanted 
to confer with him about. We 
wanted to give him to understand 
that he should | be allowed 
for all sheets stamped out and should only 
pay for what he sheared. I think, however, 
that he wants to get out of paying the scale 
now, so that when he opens his tin-plate 
mills he will not have to pay the scale 
and can reap the same benefits 
as inthe rolling mill. That, however, is only 
my individual opinion, and I do not positively 
know that to be nis intention. The men ap- 
pear determined, and 1 have heard no talk 
of their deserting our association and return- 
ing to work, as has been claimed by the mill 
people. 

Some of the strikers also deny emphatically 
that there is any intention of leaving the as - 
sociation and returning to work. They say 
they will leave the city in a few weeks if their 
demands are not acceded to, as 
the demand for skilled labor 
in their line, they allege, isfar in excess of 
the supply and none of them will have 
trouble in securing work elsewhere. 

At the mill they claim that the men are 
anxious to return and will give up their char- 
ter and go to work if the association does not 
break the scale for them on the point in con- 
troversy.

Statement by the Attorney of the Embar- 
rassed Lumber Firm. 

Atcuison, Kan., July 16.—W. R. Smith, 
attorney for George W. Howell, a member of 
the firm of Howell Bros., the lamber com- 
pany which failed yesterday, bas made a 
Statement concerning his client’s affairs. 
Mr. Smith says the failure was caused in part 
by the failure of the Jeffersonville Lumber 
Co., which was a heavy debtor of the Howell 
Mill, at Jefferson, for 6400, 000, no part of 
which has ever been paid. Another cause of 
the failure, said Mr. Smith, was the sale of 
the Omaha plant by Herbert N. Jewett 
of Howell, Jewett & Co., to C. L. Ghaffee 
for - $112,000, which sale was wholly 


unexpected. The liabilities of the Atchison | 


concern are placed at about $200,000, divided 
as follows: First National Bank of Chicago, 
$200,000; First National Bank of Atchison, $9, - 
500; a bank in Topeka (name not made pub- 
lic), $25,000, and another bank at Lawrence 
(name not made public), 512,00. 

The assets of the Howell concerns are 
placed at $3,000,000.

HE HAD A GOOD STAND. 
MAX PARTNEY TRIES TO COMPEL THE 
CITY TO RENEW A LICENSE. 


The Structure Which He Occupied on the 
Sidewalk Ordered Removed—Applica- 
tion for an Injunction Refused—The 
Schweickhardt Case. 


Judge Kiein’s court was in session to- day, 
being the only division of the Circuit Court 
open. The first business transacted by the 
court was to consider an application for an 
injunction against the city. The petition 
asking for the restraining order was pre- 
sented by Attorney Robert W. Goode, repre- 
senting Max Partney, 

The itioner relates that heis the owner 
ofa d on the north side of Pine street 
sandwiches and other edibles, 


The stand has been maintained at the place 
it is alleged, for two years past, and the city 
of 8t. Louis has accepted licence for it. Six 
months ago plaintiff purchased the stand and 
paid the city a license for it. At the expira- 
tion of the six months, however, the 
Plaintif® alleges the city refuses to 
renew the license and has ordered the City 
Marshal to have the stand removed. The 
petitioner alleges that as the city has al- 
lowed the stand to occupy the place for two 
years, and has allowed plaintiff to invest 
his money in equity, it has not the right to 
order the removal of the stand now. 

An injunction is therefore prayed for re- 
straining the city from ordering the re- 
moval of the stand and restraining Emil 
Thomas, City Marshal, from executing any 
order to remove the stand. The injunction 
was refused. 

JUDGE KLEIN’S RULINGS. 

Judge Klein handed down opinions in the 
following cases: In the case of Theodore 
Wiseman against Lucius L. Culver, the de- 
fendant’s demurrers overruled. The petition 
in the case alleges that Wiseman assigned to 
Culver 51-100 ofa patent, for which Culver 
agreed to pay $3,000. It was also alleged that 
defendant agreed to pay plaintiff $2,000 for 
certain services, which plaintif? performed 
in part. The plaintiff alleges that 
defendant refuses to pay for the 
interest in the patent as agreed, and 
also to keep the second agreement. De- 
murrers to both counts of the plaintiff's pe- 


| tition were filed by defendant, which the 


court overrules.

John Hensner against the Mutual Life In- 
surance Co. of New York and others; motion 
for a new trial overruled.

Judge Klein overruled a motion for a new 
trialto-day in the case of the State to the 
use of Attorney-General John M. Wood 
against Charles Schweickardt, in which it 


was sought to restrain the selling of liquor in 
Forest Park, and which was decided by Judge 
Klein against the petitioners. Judge Klein 
did not assign any reasons for refusing a new 
trial, but simply announced his decision in 
the matter.

The selection of men of high 
character and acknowledged fitness 
for the heads of the two tickets 
eliminates the personal element from the 
conflictand thus clears the way fora fight 
upon principle in which purely State mat- 
ters are subordinated to national questions, 
The position of Mr. McKINLEY as the 
chief apostle of protection and the leader 
of the Republican party in the late Con- 
gress accentuates this phase of the cam- 
paign. The result would be more conclu- 
sive as to the tariff question if the Dem- 
ocrats had not combined with it the ques- 
tion of free coinage, upon which 
their stand is 80 clear and 
bold that it compels decision on the part of 
the voters, but the free coinage plank, on 
the other hand, increases the ipterest of 
the contest in that the voice of the people 
of Ohio, who represent to some extent both 
the conservatism of the East and the radi- 
calism of the West, cannot fail to seriously 
affect popular opinion and party policy. 
The demand for a graded income tax also 
detracts somewhat from the conclusive- 
ness of the tariff fight, but it emphasizes 
the issue which the Democrats have forced 
between plutocracy and the people. 

It is a pity that a factional quarrel in the 
Democratic party should threaten defec- 
tion from its ranks, but although the 
effect of this factor is uncertain its influ- 
ence will probably be capable of accurate 
measurement. The odds are against Gov. 
CAMPBELL, but, whatever the result, his 
courage and independence cannot fail to 
win popular admiration, and a victory 
would contain tremendous possibilities for 


both himself and his party.

Louise Hotson’s Name Stricken From 
the Roll of Authorized Midwives. 


THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH REACHES 
A DECISION TO-DAY. 


The Witnesses forthe Defense Produced, 
But Aifidavits Filed From the Deten- 
dantand Katie Hotson—Marshall Me- 
Donald Pleads for His Client—App eal 
to the Supreme Court Probable. 


The trial of Midwife ‘‘Lou’’ Hotson before 
the State Board of Health was resumed at 
Lindell Hotel this morning withevery pros- 
pect of sensational developments. Attorney 
Marshall McDonald had tried yesterday af - 
ternoon to have the board enjoined from pro- 
ceeding with the case. He had failed in this 
and then appearing with his client before 
the board he had secured a continuance un- 
tilthis morning to enable Mrs. Hotson to 
produce witnesses to disprove the damaging 
testimony of Ruth Hirst and Kitty Mosel. Mr. 
McDonald was inclined to produce the im- 
pression that the board procedure in the 
Hotson case, lacking the regularity of 
a court of law, was going to act 
unfavorably against his client’s interests. 
His last utterances yesterday afternoon were 
significant of this fact. He had already left 
Parlor 22 with Midwife Hotson, but suddenly 
returned. 

**T would ask the board to issue subpoenas 
for the witnesses my client intends to call,’’ 
said he with a faint smile curling the corners 
of his mouth, 

The board cannot do so,’’ replied Presi- 
dent Merrill. 

Jou have no form of summons for such 
cases?“ 

‘ ‘No. : 

Do you mean that the board cannot com- 
pel the presence of witnesses in cases coming 
before it?’’ 

The board has no power in itself to bring 
witnesses before it, was the reply. 

Lawyer McDonald sighed, glanced sadly 
around at the board and withdrew. 

He had previously stated that his client 
would totally disprove the testimony of Ruth 
Hirstand Kitty Mosel. She would also, he 
stated, show certain motives which had in- 
duced the two women to testify as they did. 

THIS MORNING’ 8S SESSION.

GLUCOSE PLANTS. 


American Factories Not Controlled by an 
English Syndicate. 

NEW YORH, July 10.—The rumors in circu- 
lation that an English syndicate has secured 
control of the glucose product of America and 
has closed contracts for the purchase of the 
principal glucose plants is denied emphatic- 
ally by the officials in this city and companies 
engaged in this business. Gen. Hiram 
Duryea, President of the National Starch 
Co., wnich owns the factory at Glencove, N. 
Y., said yesterday: 

**The statement in a telegram from Ohicago that 
we have disposed of our glucose property to an En- 
giish syndicate is wholly untrue. I am aware that 
rumors are in circulation that a glucose trust has 
been formed by English capitalists but am satisfied 
that the report has no foundation in fact. I can state 
＋1 that no negotiations for our property are

An official of the American Glucose Co., No. 
161 Franklin street, who owns factories at 
Buffalo, Peoria, III., and Leavenworth, 
Kan., said he had no knowledge of this re- 
ported deal. It is true, he said, that 
efforts have been made by English capitalists 
at various times within the past four years 
to secure control of American glucose, and 
there may be a movement on foot at the pres- 
ent time, but they are not negotiating for 
this company’s property.

THE ATHLETIC WAR. 


Comments of an Eastern Newspaper on 
the Situation. 


THE CENTRAL ASSOCIATION A. A. V. 
BLAMED FOR THE TROUBLE. 


Maud 8. Bred to Mr. Bonner’s Stallion 
Ansel—An Amateur Sculler Who Has 
Surprised the Country—Poor Fielding 
Causes the Defeat of Kelly’s Men at 
Boston—Sporting News. 


The reorganization of the W. A. A. A. has 
created considerable talk in the East, and 


regret is generally expressed there that the 
break has occurred. In the New York Sun of 
Tuesday appears the foHowing article on the 
trouble in which it will be seen that Sunday 
games are indorsed and the action of the 
Central Association of the A. A. U. criticised: 
Whereas, The Central Association of the Amateur 
Athletic Union has shown an intolerant spirit and 
ignored the welfare aud best interests of the amateur 
athietic clubs in the West; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That we eres organize ourselves into 
the Western Association of Amateur Athletes, for 
the better protection of our mutual interest. The 
object of Gale association shall be to — 
mutual interests of its members, to foster and im- 
rove amateur athletics throughout its territory, to 
eal repressively with any abuses in —— sports, 
and to hold annnal Western championships 


The foregoing was the outcome ofa conven- 
ticn of Western athletic clubs held at the 
Lindell Hotel, st. Louis, on last Sunday 
morning, and is virtually a declaration of 
war against the Amateur Athletic Union. 
James St. John, the old president of the W. 
A. A. A., disbanded a short time ago, was 
chosen to guide the new Organization. The 
following clubs were represented at the 
meeting: Missouri Bicycle and Athletic Olub, 
St. Louis; Olympic Amateur Athletic Club, 
St. Louis; Belleville Athletic Club, Belleville, 
II.; Olympic Athletic Club, East St. Louis; 
Hibernian Athletic and Foot-ball Club, St. 
Louis; Shamrock Foot ball and Athletic 
Club, St. Louis; Wanderers’ Cricket and 
Athletic Club, Chicago, and Union Athletic 
Club, Chicago. 

This disastrous condition of affairs was 
brought about by the attempt of the Central 
Association of the Amateur Athletic Union to 
prohibit Sunday athietic games inthe West. 
It was a curious rule. No*other sectional di- 
vision of the A. A. U. has madeit obligatory 
upon itselfto instructits membersas toa 
particular opservance of the Sabbath, not 
even the Puritanical New England branch. 
Sunday sport is a long established institution 
in St. Louls, andthe athletic clubs are in a 
great measure dependent upon Sunday games 
for existence. When the Central Association 
enacted its blue law some time ago, 
the prominent athletic clubs of the Mound 
City drew up a petition looking to the repeal 
of the obnoxious legislation. Anumber of 
well-argued reasons were set forth why the 
A. A. U. should abolish the restriction upon 
amateur athletic meetings on Sunday, the 
most pertinent being that they were almost 
indispensable to the welfare of the Western 
clubs; that the question should be one of 
local sentiment, and that the matter was in 
no way connected with the government of 
amateur athletics. The Central Association 
ignored the appeal; hence the reorganization 
of the Western Association of Amateur 
Athletes. 

There is danger that the fight will result in 
a serious deterioration of amateur sport in 
the West. Prior to the reorganization of the 
Amateur Athletic Union under A. G. Mills’ 
plan, the Western Association of Amateur 
Athletes was an associated body of the A. A. 
U., precisely the same as the League of 
American Wheelman, Turner Bund, Inter- 
collegiate Association, National Association 
of Amateur Oarsmen and National Cross- 
Country Association. When Mr. Millis’ re- 
organization scheme went into force the 
Western Association disbanded upon the 
promise of Mr. Mills to President St. John 
that the question of Sunday games should be 
governed entirely by local sentiment. At 
least the W. A. A. A. so claim, but Mr. Milis 
declares he made no such statement, that 
there exists a misunderstanding. 

At all events, the Western Association had 
got all the worst of it up to Sunday. Prior to 
the reorganization of the A. A. U. there had 
been a great deal of discussion and enmity in 
the W. A. A. A., and many of the clubs had 
joined the A. A. U. When the reorganization 
went into effect the enemies of the W. A. A. 
A. were in power in the Central (Western) 
Association, forthe A. A. U. Board of Man- 
agers, in place of amalgamating the clubs of 
the W. A. A. A. with the A. A. U., decided 
to compel the former to apply for mem- 
bership. in the Central Association in- 
dividually. This, for obvious reasons, 
the survivors of the W. A. A. 
A. did not do, preferring to delay the affllia - 
tion until it wasseen howthey were to be 
treated. Theolfve branch of peace was not 
displayed by the A. A. U. faction, for among 
the first speciallaws passed by the Central 
Association was the prohibition of Sunday 
games. This was equivalent to forcing a 
quarrel, for the members of the Oentral Asso- 
ciation were fully aware of the attitude of the 
disbanded W. A. A. A. clubs on this question, 
and, upon the mentioned appeal being ig- 
nored, the gauntlet was taken up and Sun- 
day’s meeting convened. The conflict will, 
in all probability, bea longone,and what- 
ever the result amateur athletic sport will 
not be benefited in the West. 

Mr. Mills, when informed of the reorgan- 
ization of the Western Association yesterday, 
deeply deplored the factand said that both 
factions by their hasty action had defeated 
the ends of his reorganization scheme, name- 
ly, harmony among athletic associations 
throughout the country. He reiterated his 
denial of having promised or pledged the 
W. A. A. A. through President St. John that 
local sentiment should decide the question 
of Sunday games. In proof of which 
he pointed to his constitution of the 
A. A. U., which does not touch upon 
the subject. He admitted having told Presi- 
dent St. John that local self-government was 
one of the virtues of his reorganization plan, 
but that it was to be subordinate to the cen- 
tral body. Personally, he saw no harm in 
Sunday athletic games. He said if the West- 
ern Association clubs had joined the Central 
Association they would have had the privi- 
lege to appeal to the central body of the 
A. A. U. He did not believe the W. A. A. A. 
by its action would injure the A. A. U. in any 
manner, but thought the difference would 
retard and harm amateur athletic sport in 
the West. 

Treasurer William B. Curtis and Secretary 
J. E. Sullivan ofthe central body of the A. 
A. U. seemed quite certain that the reorgan- 
ization of the W. A. A. A. would not injure 
the A. A. U. in the least. Mr. Curtis argued 
that, as none of the clubs that made the ap- 
peal were members of the central associa- 
tion, that body must as a necessity have ig- 
nored the petition. But that is merely a 
technical point, and the veteran is fully 
aware that the situation is anything but 
promising tothe welfare of amateur sport 
and the Central A. A. U. Agsociation in par- 
ticular.

BASE BALL. 
The Bostons put more life and dash into 
their work than the average professional ball 
nine, says the New York Herald. Tucker 
and Long especially go after every- 
thing and do their utmost to win at 
every stage of the game. I am told that 
Tucker, who is one of the noisiest players in 
the League, isa quiet, unassuming fellow off 
the field. My informant says, however, that 
the moment Tucker puts his uniform on he 
begins to get nervous, and is almost wild in 
an exciting game. Hecan’t be made tore- 
main quiet, but must get upon the lines and 
coach in his foghorn style. Tucker plays 
ball towin all the time, however, in 
spite of his obnoxious behavior. He 
doesn’t seem to mind a ‘‘roast’’ from 
the crowd, but, onthe contrary, appears to 
relish it.

THE OAR. 

The phenomenon of the year among ama- 
teur single scullers is Edwin Hedley of the 
Vesper Boat Club of Philadelphia, and he 
promises tocontinue to be one for an indefi- 
nitetime. The attention of the entire ama- 
teur boating fraternity of the country has 
been Girected toward him ever since he so 
easily defeated fast Fred Hawkins at the 
People’s Regatta at Philadelphia on July 4. 
Previous to that he had not been heard of by 
them, although, of course, he was known by 
the members of his own club. 

Every one asked: ‘‘Who is he, and what 
about him?’’ 

So little was known of him that no less a 

distinguished figure in amateur aquatic mat - 
ters than Judge Tighe, who has been Presi- 
dent of the big Varuna Boat Club of Brooklyn 
and a member of the Executive Board of the 
National Association of American Oarsmen, 
strongly suspected that he must be a pro- 
fessional ringer, and so forthwith pro- 
tested him. Since then he has been obliged 
to withdraw his protest. 
One result of his action, however, has been 
to secure the desired information about Hed- 
ley. Hehas beena member of the Vesper 
Boat Club for nearly eight months, and has 
done considerable rowing since boyhood in a 
gunning skiff. His speed and wonderful en- 
durance induced him to try sculling, and on 
Saturday, June 6, he made his debut in the 
Vesper Club’s closed regatta, and, with a 
partner, won the double sculling event, and 
pulled an oar in the victorious eight. 

At the Harlem regatta on June 13 he won 
the junior sculling event, and one week later, 
at the Schuylkill Navy regatta, he crossed 
the line first in the senior single and the 
double sculls, and pulled in the winning Cen- 
tipede crew. 

At Baltimore, at the Patapsco Navy Re- 
gatta, he won the. senior singles and, with 
Charles Saenger as mate, wonthe double 
event, . 

On July (ne succeeded in defeating Carney 
and Hawkins in the senior singles and, with 
Geo. W. Van vuet as mate, rowed away 
from the Varuna double. In less than one 
month he has won ten races, which is the 
best record ever made by an American 
sculler in the same time. 

His last appearance was at the Middle 
States regatta, which was rowed on the Pas- 
sale River last Saturday. He was not so suc- 
cessful this time, for he came in second to 
Hawkins, after a hard race and then, almost

about the get of Ansel stillat Palo Alto. Out 
of nineteen Ansel youngsters sixteen have 
speed enough to go into the 2:30 list as 3-year- 
olds.
